It  ia  a  truism  old  as 
tba  Creation  itself,  that  there  is  no  effect 
without  a  cause,  either  in  nature,  ait  or 
science,  and  I  venture  to  say  in  political 
economy  also.  It  is  also  true  tbat  tna  same 
cause  or  causes  invariably  produce  tbe  same 
efTuctH.  Tbe  unexampled  progress  ot  English 
commerce  daring  the  last  twenty  years  ia  ai« 
tributad  to  what  we  oall  Free  Trade  p-ioci* 
plee,  tbat  is,  free  trade  in  agricultural  and 
dairy  produce,  and  free  trade  in  navigation, 
lor  to  say  that  England  is  at  the  present  mo> 
ment  governed  open  tbe  prineiplea  of  free 
trade  ia  aioiply  nonoanae.  Vbcra  la  not  a 
free  port  in  England.  There  ia  not  a  port  in 
England  into  wbioh  yoa  aan  take  a  pannd  of 
tobacco;  a  cheat  of  tea,  a  bag  of  aagar,  or  a 
gallon  uf  ram,  Let  ns  glanoe  for  a  moment 
at  the  poeitioB  of  Bnglaad.  fsd  tbm  let  oa 
a«t«rto(lMr  ife<lBiladBiirT«r»ll»l  fa  tba 
preaent  poeitlon  of  Vancoaver  laiand.  If  we 
tarn  la  EngUnd  wa  find  a  nation  in  tba  poe* 
aessloo  of  mob  an  amount  of  wcBltb,  eta  ooiq< 
pared  with  which  every  other  is  pnor,  She 
levies  conlribatioDS  by  that  wealtli  from  almost 
averjr  eoaniry  lu  iha  worid,  from  Ameriean 
railroads,  from  Meiican  mines,  from  tbe 
cotton  fields  ot  India,  and  we  have  aren  to 
pay  England  for  tbe  ptivilage  of  ol  ariog  out 
our  own  hntbor. 

Tliere  is  probably  not  a  Itingdom  in  Kurope 
which  does  not  contribute  to  tbe  wealth  of 
England,  by  expending  perl  of  its  taxation 
in  payini;  interest  upon  English  capital.  She 
has  also  mineral  rasourcea  saperior  to  almost 
all  tbe  world.  Her  coal  and  iron  arc  fully 
developed,  her  produotion  of  tbe  one  and  her 
manafacture  of  the  other  ■  are  tbotongbly 
organised.  Tha  possession  of  thaae,  acoom- 
panied  by  her  wci^ltb,  pliigus  her  in  poaitlon 
to  enable  her  to  defy  tbe  world.  There  ia  no 
nation  can  compete  with  her  upon  equal 
lorinain  ib#  nMonlaetara  of  any  artiole, 
in  wbioh  either  ybdat  et  iron  ia  re> 
quired.  Even  America,  wilb  all  her  coal 
and  iriMi  eannot  compete  with  tba  iron  manao 
facturers  of  England.  Let  Ameriei  abolish 
her  duty  upon  iron,  railroad  iron  for  example, 
and  there  probably  woqld  not  be  a  single 
furnace  in  operation  in  I'eonsylyania  three 
years  hence.  As  il  is,  half  the  railroads  in 
America  arc  laid  with  English  rails.  I  con* 
lead  that  free  trade  alond,  Iroa  trade  unaup* 
ported  by  her  immease  wealth,  would  never 
have  made  England  what  she  is  to-day. 
Englfnd  has  something  to  offer  in  exchange 
for  everything  aba  baa  to  buy,  something  upon 
which  she  bta  expended  labor,  and  by  that 
labor  extracted  a  profit  froqj  that  which 
without  labor  ia  of  ilielf  valueless.  She  does 
not  require  to  pay  caah  foi  three-fonrtha  of 
what  aiie  btyi ;  alM  ooold  not  do  it ;  no  bc« 
tion  can  do  ao  BBd  prosper.  Now,  air,  if 
any  of  the  Bdvooatai  of  oqr  free  port  oan 
diaeovar  any  paralM  befwcani  the  poaitien 
of  England  at  Ihe  present  day  and  our  pria- 
ent  position  I  aball  be  glad  to  aee  It.  If  die 
aama  oansea  do  not  axiat  here,  does  any 
aane  man  expect  to  pro''nee  tbe  same  resul  a 
It  is  certainly  ao  proof  of  sanity  if  he  docs. 
Vou  may  expend  any  length  of  lime,  any 
amount  of  money,  in  training  a  London  dray* 
horse,  bnt  yon  oan  never  train  him  to  win 
the  Derby.  Roost  heel  and  plum  pudding 
may  bo  very  good  for  a  full>grown  vigorous 
man,  but  tbcu  it  is  not  necessarily  good  for 
a  suokling.  Free  trade  in  grain  may  be  very 
good  for  England,  but  then  tn»  trade  in 
everything  is  not  neoessarily  good  lot  Vani> 
oouver.

On  the  28lh  Nov.  an  ordinary  meeting  of 
tbe  Royal  Geographical  Society  wati  held  at 
Burlington  House,  London,  tha  Ptesident, 
Sir  Roderick  Murobison,  in  the  chair. 
The  first  paper  read  was  "  An  Expedition 

Columbia  by^tho''Velfow"Head  or  Leather 
Pass,"  by  Lord  Milton  and  Dr.  Cheadle 
Lord  Milton  and  his  companion  sat  forth  in 
tbe  spring  of  1862  to  cross  tbe  oontinent  of 
North  Ameriea  throngb  Britbh  territery  with 
a  view  to  discover  a  praotiatl  roata  which 
ahoald  bo  free  from  tbe  liaka  attendant  on  a 
1^  loo  hoar  tbe  United  Stataa  boBodary. 
The  Liiatber  Pass,  which  liae  in  the 
btitodoaAtbe  gold  district  of  Cariboo,  had 
been  forawrly  used  by  tbe  eeyageiya  of  tbe 
Hudson'a  Bpy  Company,  but  tha  route  firom 
Jhb.to  the  aatUod  parU  of  Britbh  Columbia, 
1>y  the  bbad  watera  of  tbe  ThompMo  rivar, 
had  aever  <yet  been  trodden  by  a  European. 
The  travelleiB  arrived  at  Fort  Garry  on  the 
7th  of  August,  and,  after  a  severe  winter 
passed  at  a  solitary  bunting  station  near  the 
north  branch  of  the  Saskatohowan,  com- 
menecd  their  j  ourney  ef  exploration  iu  the 
following  April.  The  country  between  the 
Red  Itiver  uud  the  Uocky  Mountaine  tbey 
deiicribed  as  extrcmuly  fertile,  rich  prairies 
ready  fur  tbe  plough  being  interspersed  with 
ooda  rich  in  timber  for  building  and  fcneiog, 
Coalbods  and  'ironstone  exist  in  several 
places,  and,  in  abort,  when  the  obstructions 
in  tha  way  of  settlement  by  the  governing 
power  are  removed  and  communication  es- 
tablished between  Canada  and  British  Co- 
lumbia, thia  would  become  one  of  Iha  moat 
valuable  portions  of  tbe  British  poseessioua. 
The  road  beyond  Edmonton  (tbe  laet  station 
at  which  suppliea  oan  ba  obtained  was 
Bieraly  a  pack- trail.  At  tbia  place  t^e  party 
waa  Qoaliy  formed ;  it  eoaabtad  of  aeven 
peraona,  including  a  balfobraod  aa  gaide.  and 
aa  Indian  oaUod  Iha  <•  AMioihoTQO."  with 
bb  Irifo  aad  ion,  who  aliaadad  to  the  pack- 
boraaa. 

DBring  tha  following  Ihroo  weeks  tbey  pro- 
l|reaaad  dowlv  over  the  apongy  ana  boggy 
eoil  of  the  prima val  forest  wbiah  atretohes 
ever  300  miles  from  Lake  St.  Ann's  to  tbe 
foot  of  the  mountains.  They  obtained  their 
first  view  of  tbe  range  on  arriving  at  tbe 
banks  of  the  Athabasca  River,  which 
emerges  from  tho  heart  of  tbe  mountains 
ihrougb  a  narrow  gorge,  and  on  reaching  tbe 
plains  expands  into  a  lake  several  miles  in 
ength.  On  its  western  bank  is  Jasper  House, 
a  Rammer  statiou  of  tho  Hudson's  Bay  Com 
pany,  surrounded  by  snow-capped  moun- 
tains. The  scenery  in  the  vicinity  was  de« 
scribed  as  moot  enobanltng,  all  tbe  lower 
slopea  being  oovarad  with  a  carpet  of  wild 
flowera  of  tbe  moet  varied  oolora.  Three 
daye'  march  fiom  Jasper  House  hroaght 
Ibem  (on  the  8tb  o|  July)  to  tbe  waterabed 
between  tbe  Pacific  and  tbo  Atlantic,  aad  on 
tbe  lOib  ibsgp  atraek  tbe  Fraoar  Bivor,  which 
tbey  found  even  at  tlua  altitada,  to  ho  a 
straam  of  considerabla  ciic,  raabiog  down  a 
narrow,  ropky  gorge.  I|ara  tho  gteat  diffl< 
BBltiM  of  the  journey  aommaBOOd,  tbe  only 
toad  being  along  tha  alaNOt  preoinitoits  oli^ 
of  tbe  narrow  river  valleys.  On  the  17  th 
two  of  the  paok*horses  slipped  into  the  tor^ 
ront,  and  were  swept  away  in  an  instaot. 
One  of  ihem  was  rescued  by  ibe  heroism  of 
the  "  Aasinibomo,"  but  Ihe  other,  eorrying 
all  the  inatruments,  tea,  salt,  and  nearly  all 
the  ammunition,  was  lust.  Another  aooideat 
which  befell  them  three  days  aficrwards,  in 
crossing  the  (Janoo  Uiver,  a  branob  of  ilia 
Columbia,  nearly  cost  two  ot  them  their 
lives,  for  the  raft  became  unmanageable, 
and,  plunging  aador  tbo  projecting  treee  on 
the  b«aka»  ita  living  freight  was  a*ept  ofi 
ka  Alee.  Lord  Milton  and  tbe  "  Aaaini- 
boine's  "  wife  clung  to  a  tree  oyarhanging 
tha  .tOrrORt.  qq4  ware  rasoued  eoma  time 
after  by  thotr  companions.  From  thb  atroam 
the  party  otoeaad  to  tbo  valley  of  the  Thomp' 
son  lUver,  paulojf  one  ot  Ha  aoarcoa,  and. 
following  this  for  aevoral  daya,  tbey  finally 
came  to  a  point  whato  all  Iracea  of  path  en- 
tirely oeaiMd»  BBd  aa  qntrpddeo  regioi^  %f 
forest  and  tplrnnt  lay  before  them,  which  it 
was  necessary  lo  trovurso  in  order  to  reach 
Fort  K^ainluops,  where  alone  they  ouuld  ob- 
tain succour.  They  slruzglad  through  this 
didioult  regian  for  33  days,  living  on  their 
slaughtered  horses,  and  tho  small  quantity 
ol  fl^our  tbat  remained  of  thair  stock,  and 
aeven  days  afterwards  they  arrived  in  an  emaa 
oiated  condition  at  tho  fort,  where  they 
ware  hospitably  received  by  Mr.  Meekay.
